Sec. 2. EFFECTIVE DATE. This Act, being deemed of
immediate importance, takes effect upon enactment.

EXPLANATION

The county_recorder currently collects a county fee for
certified copies of a birth record, death record, or marriage
certificate which are deposited in the county general fund.
This bill increases the amount of the fee that the county
recorder can retain from $4 for each record or certificate to
40 percent of the fee collected by the county recorder
ursuant to the rules adopted by the department of public
ealth for certified copies.

The bill takes effect upon enactment.
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
